2. Claims i-5 and iO-15 are allowed. The following is a statement of the examiner's 
reasons for allowance. The present application relates to methods and apparatus for reducing 
bias point sensitivity to ambient temperature and an applied RF signal in an electro-optic 
modulator while ensuring adequate high-speed performance. Regarding claim 1, the prior art 
fails to disclose that Wp is at least 20% greater than Wrf. The claimed invention is therefore 
considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and non-obvious over prior art. 

3. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper.
